The 5th BARK Field Day was a QRP affair (again), and from each of these, 
we have learned quite a bit, but still have room for improvement. 


The rundown was: 


80M - KF2XC as Band Captain. The antler was the crossed dipoles and the 
rig was the TT Argosy, no ATU. 92 Q's, all SSB 


4OM - K2LKK as Band Captain. The antler was a 40 M dipole, cut at the 
site (it resonated at 7600 KHz, but that's another story...) Rig was the 
TT Argo 556 and an AT-11 ATU. 40 Q's on CW and 54 Q's on SSB (This rig 
was also used on 15M and 10M CW) 


20M - KF2JC as Band Captain. The antler was a delta loop, fed for 
vertical polarization. Rig was the TT Scout, throttled back to 5 watts 
and no ATU was 

needed. 19 Q's on SSB and 61 Q's on CW 


15M - K2LKK's 40 Meter station and antler. 8 Q's on SSB and 5 Q's on CW 


10M - KF2XC's 80 Meter station and antler. 27 Q's on SSB (and 2 Q's on 
CW with K2LKK's gear) 


6 & 2M - N20YG as Band Captain, but gear provided by WB2VU0. The 6 Meter 
station was a TT Argonaut 509 and a TT 1208 transverter. Antler was a 
dipole up 7 feet (YEP! You read that right! Now look at it as 
@.35-waves, and on 160 Meters,it would be up 175 feet. Happy now???) 

The 2 Meter sataion was the only non-TT rig, an Icom IC-290A on low power 
(2 watts) and a 5-ele quad from N2UIO. 21 SSB Q's on 6M, 2 CW Q's on 6M 
and 14 SSB or FM Q's on 2 M 


With our emergeny power, public site, public info, solar (natural) power 
bonus, ect, It looks like about 3200 points, and scads of Fun, Fun, 
Fun!!! 


And that doesn't count the food, new club member, loss of sleep, 
mosquito's that strayed from the Niagara Falls air show (One said "Fuddy 
Duddy" on the nose, and had 4 engines, I think...) Murphy did not visit 
this year. 


We entered as 4A because no one brought a copy of the Rules, and we 
counted the 2 M as a separate TX.

Solar activity is basically quiet with the active areas on the sun 
not producing anything but moderate C-class flares, none of which should 
be causing any geomagnetic disturbances on Earth. 


---> THE SOLAR FLUX IS 119 AND RISING, predicted to be 125 over the next 
couple of days. This should bring good propagation on the higher 
bands for many days to come. 


GEOMAGNETIC FIELD is very quiet 


SOHO SATELLITE UPDATE: As many of you may have heard, the premier 
instrument for solar research, the SOHO satellite, was lost friday. All 
attempts to restore communications over the weekend have thus far been 
unsuccessful. There is also no "downlink" communications, so the status 
of the satellite is not known. Engineers and scientists from Japan 

(who built SOHO) and from the European Space Agency (ESO ... who runs it) 
arrived over the weekend for a full assult to restore the satellite if 
possible. Here's a few things discussed at our briefing today: 


Recovery by the space shuttle is out of the question ... SOHO is located 


at the Lagrange point (L1), where the gravitational pull of the Earth and 
the Sun are equal, which is about 4% of the way to the sun and well out 
of the orbital range of the space shuttle. Various program commands are 
being sent to SOHO constantly, alternating between manual commands to 
have it do certain things, to initiating an automatic sequence to 
reacquire the sun. So far no response. It is believed that SOHO should 
beable to receive commands for the next five months, assuming it has not 
suffered any system or mechanical failures. Thereafter, it will 

drift far enough to loose stability and hurl off to who knows where. 


The loss of SOHO will be a major blow to solar and space physics research. 
Already, much of the solar/geomagnetic forecasts are based on SOHO data, 
and thus the nature and effects of solar disturbances will be more 
difficult to analyze without SOHO. For example, solar wind velocity, 
direction and magnetic polarities can only be measured from space borne 
instruments.

(MFJ CWF-3) or using an outboard filter like the OHR SCAF ox R-S DSP 
filter.

The 
Kenwood TS-50 and Alinco DX-70T are out of the question for battery 
operation, as they draw huge current, even in receive. Over an amp. No 
good for batteries or your back to lug the batteries :-) 

QRP+ draws a bit under 200 mA. Small Wonder SW series draw around 
22 mA. Emtech draws about the same. SGC needs to be hooked up near a big 
dam or nuclear plant. 350 mA idling in receive. Boo-hiss. There are many 
other good choices from OHR, Wilderness, etc. 

Run from the TS-50 and DX-70T, don't walk. That is, if you are 
going battery portable, luggable.

You are correct that these rigs are power hogs, but since you 
pointed that out, I assume your willing to accept that. 

I recently purchased a Kenwood TS-50 with the optional cw filter and 
I cant say enough good things about the radio. Out of the box, it 
was the cleanest rig I had ever bought. You could have taken a 
magnifying glass to it to look for scratches, and not found any. 

On the air, the rig works great. My sig reports are always clean on 
cw or phone. Now I dont use the ts-50 for QRP because I have other 
equipment for that pourpose. I do use it as a back up in the shack 
and as a portable rig with a small power supply and I love the rig. 
One of the things that attracted me to it was the price. I recently 
paid $829.00 for it. Thats much cheaper than the 706 and about the 
same as the Alinco, but I really didnt care about having 6 or 2 
meters since I dont have any interest in 6 and I already have a 2 
meter rig anyway. The Icom has a built in keyer, but I already have 
an outboard keyer anyway. There a dime a dozen at swaps. 

The Alinco and Kenwood are about the same price and 

the Alinco comes with a cw filter which almost sold me since I do a 
lot of CW, until I found out its a ceramic filter and not a true 
crystal filter. With the Kenwood, the filter is extra, but I would 
rather spend a little extra and get a crystal filter. Besides, I 
looked at the two rigs side by side at the local ham radio store, and 
in my opinion, the Kenwood was better in workmanship. It just looked 
like a sturdier rig to me. I dont have access to a signal generator 
or any actual numbers for you, but to my ear, the sensitivity is 
excellent.

Howdy 6V fans, 


I tried a BN 43-202 balun core as an output transformer and was able to get 
1.3 watts out with a 45% eff. (some 500 ma of PA current) That seems to be 
the best we can do with the level of drive available. However, the balun 
core is kinda big to try and fit on that little board. 


The best results are with the orignal output structure. Up to 600 mw can be 
achived at about 50 % PA eff, (total board current is 230 ma) 


Between 500 and 400 mw gives the best efficency of about 54% and a total 
board current of between 190 to 160 ma. 


Rx current is really small, right now its only 6 ma, but I don't have a 
regulator installed or a tuning pot. I suspect once these parts are added 
along with a MC34119P audio amp, the Rx current will be back up closer to 
15-20 ma. 


So, it looks to me that running at 500 mw out, four "C" cells will run the 
rig for a reasonable amount of time. This is starting to look like 
something I'd be willing to carry someplace for FYBO.

Okay, I have the SG-2020. The rig works great on SSB. 20 watts was blowing 
their ears off on the MARS net, nice mike. 


However, this past Friday I decided to set the rig up and run some CW. 
Zowee! The clicking relays about drove me crazy but it gets WORSE. There 
was a 3-5 second RECOVERY time before the audio returned each time I keyed 
the rig! Was running 5 watts, battery powered. 


I can't begin to tell you how unacceptable this is for me. I'd planned to 
use this rig in my "fanny pack shack" for the ARS Bumble Bee event the end 
of July from the top of Snowy Range Glacier (attention, I'm a Bee and worth 
a 3x multiplier ;> ). As a CW contester, you can imagine how much this 
bums me out! 


Have e-mailed SGC about this problem and have had no response thus far. 
Anybody know if this "delay" is adjustable or fixable or anything?

Hi Gang; 
I (VE3EQP) and Rick (VE3IMG) worked SSB QRP Field Day, Class 1B2 - Battery, 
with an SG-2020 SGC Xcvr and a 270' loop antenna about 35' up. 


We were on a ridge, near Moonstone, Ontario, about 100 Miles North of Toronto! 


Here are the results we had; 


Total contacts 254 (We worked about 18 1/2 hours, of the 24!) 
15M 39 
20M 103 
4OM 83 
80M 29 


I feel that we did quite well, and wanted to give a few impressions about 
this ‘controversial’ SG-2020, because I feel that there has been a lot of 
erroneous information about it. 


It does draw about 480 ma. on receive, but our 1st 25 Amp Hour Gates Cyclon 
Gel-cel battery lasted about 14 hours, and dropped to 11 Volts about then. 
We had made about 125 contacts. My 2nd Gates battery failed after about 5 
hours, it seems to have gone bad - they are both 12 years old!. The radio 
worked fine until around the 11 Volt level, then starts to get audio 
feedback when transmitting. It DID NOT shut off the transmitter, as I 
thought that the manual indicated. I was satisfied with the current draw, 
as 50 Amp hours of battery would seem to be more than enough to run a full 
Field Day. That's less than the capacity of a standard deep discharge 
marine battery! 


The receiver does tend to overload with strong adjacent signals - but then 
- on Field Day, are there any of them that don't? Also, running QRP SSB 
means that you can pretty well ignore most of the weaker stations anyways. 
Unless the other weak station is QRP, it's unlikely that they will hear 
you. 


The receiver does not have very steep filter skirts, there was a lot of 


‘'splatter' sounds on the busy bands. On the quiet bands, the receiver does 
tend to have internal noise, but the sensitivity is very good. The internal 
noise is very smooth, so signals just above the noise floor are esily 
understandable. 


The output power calibration between 5 and 10 watts seems to be fine on my 
unit (SN #4174). It varied less than 1/2 dB from the setting. That's close 
enough for me! I'm not that much of a purist. 


The transmitter audio is very good, according to my tests, and from the few 
FD stations when I could chat for more than the ID transfers. Prior to FD, 
I used the rig for about a month, with several microphones, the supplied 
one, and a Kenwood Hand Held for the TS-440. No adjustments are needed and 
the levels stay good, wether shouting, or normal, or further from the mike. 


I used an LDG QRP automatic Antenna Tuner, and found that saying 
‘aaaaaaaaaah' into the mike worked OK but not great for setting the tuner. 
Better was to set the mode to CW, key the carrier with a Morse key, and 
push the tune button. That is awkward! It would be nice if the PTT would 
key the carrier, but BEST if there was a TUNE button on the 2020! I'll 
mention it to SGC! 


The FAST button for changing frequencies over a large range is also very 
awkward. It does not latch, so 2 hands are needed. One hand holds the fast 
button, the other turns the dial. The same with the MEMORY button - also 
non-latching - needing 2 hands, or a developed thumb hold, finger turn type 
of skill. It can be done! 


The LEDs for the bargraph, and the various functions are point source LEDs, 
and can be seen in sunlight, BUT are very DAZZLING at night. 


The S-meter function doesn't seem great. The meter is very ‘stingy', and 
very few signals seem to go high up the meter. There are only 10 LEDs, and 
S1 to S9 use up the first 5. The remaining 5 go to +50 - rather a waste to 
me! 


The Noise Blanker does not deal with very many types of noise. Power Line 
noise isn't attenuated in mine, but certain types of buzzing from unknown 
sources does get knocked down. I couldn't predict when it would work from 
hearing a noise. Some were atennuated very well, others not at all! 
However, I must say that is does work! It's not a 'fake' button! 


That's about it for any detailed thoughts. I have lab type equipment, and 
could do a blow-by-blow of the actual specs, but I'll take it on trust, and 
a few of my own random measurements, that SGC has supplied the correct 
numbers. I haven't found any wrong yet - except the claim of 430 ma. 
current draw in receive. That is a definite error, by at least 50 ma. 


So, that's it. My overall impressions are; 
- great rig 
- very compact 
- nice to tune and use - exceptions above! 
- very sturdy case 
have not used it in CW (Some listening, but no operating) 
- a GREAT deal ($595 US (I ordered it in June 1997!)). What other full 
featured USA made all frequency HF Xcvr can you get for that amount? 


I'm VERY happy with it, would recommend it for SSB, especially for Portable 
use, and WOULD buy it again if I knew then what I know now!
